When Go'J gave to the children of Is- 
rael, lljrough Mose.s, the Ten Command- 
ments, as expressive of this will in regard 
to the general conduct of human beings, 
he there recorded his expr.-ss command in 
regard to labor. “Six days shalt thou 
labor and do all thy work.” Few doubt 
that the command to observe the Sabbath 
which is coupled with this is binding, yet 
it is no more positive than the one we have 
quoted, ll is not in the form of a permis- 
sion but of a command. When our own 
adorable Savior, “the brightness of the 
Fathers glory, and the express image of 
his person,” took up liis abode among men 
he set the example of labor, by working 
with his reputed father. 'The Apostles 
labored willingly with their hands and 
enjoined it upon all Christians lo labor, 
not only for the supply of their own 
wants, but that they might have the means 
of succoring the neco^sitious. One of 
them even commanded that if any would 
not work neither should he oat.

The daily beauty of Iiis life — so 
bright with the simshinc of manly vir*i 
tuc, and yet so shadec^ with the lovliosf 
sensibility — has shod enduring light up- 
on the path of humanity, nn<l made nn ii ' 
know, that disinterested goodno.ss on oarth ’ 
was a reality. After such a triumph, it 
is meet that a hiimnn spirit should be 
transplanted to a new and heavenly home 
to grow, and ripen there, aftiM spirits kin- 
dred with his own. 

The name of Thomas Clarkson, llio: 
philanthropist, is known wherever civili-i 
zation has spread its innuencc. For six- 
ty one years, with unwearied cfTjr% he; 
has sought to relieve the oppressed. With 
dauntless temper, yet with a consummate 
wisdom, he has led and Inbor.Ml in this 
great cause. Not frdttcd this hour by 
fear, nor elevated the next by hope — ^nev- 
er desponding arid the dark.st dilTicul- 
tics, nor over confident amid the itiost 
cheering signs of success — he has steadi- 
ly wrestled with power and public opinion. > 
wherever and whenever it fettered in any ' 
way man’s freedom. And lie has succeed- 
ed. When first he began his work, six- 
ty one years ago, the tilled and the noble 
were the owners of slaves. mnl tim law, 
and the power of the law, were exerted to 
establish their right to them, and worse 
still, the traffic in human beings was con- 
sidered as legitimate as any other trad.-. — ' 
He appealed from Parliament and Power, 
the selfish spirit of commerce, ami the in- 
terest of slave owners, to the hearts of 
men, against these monstrous wrongs, and 
mighty as were these combined causes to: 
muzzle opposition, and bear it down, he 
rose above them all, and aided by a small 
but noble band, compelled the govern- j 
menl of Great Britain, through the mor-, 
al power of the people, to declare the j 
slave trade piracy, and to proclaim uni-j 
versal freedom to the slaves within their 
dominion. 

What more could a man accomplisli in 
a life lime ? Let us thank heaven that 
one poor son of humanity has don« so 
much, and rejoice even ns we lay him in 
the earth, that his course has been so 
nobly run. 

The last letter f om the venerable man, 
tells us of his approaching en I ; but shows 
his mind to be as green and as fresh in the 
cause of human freedom, as when pursu- 
ing his studies at Cambridge, he gained’ 
one of the University prizes by an essay : 
on the slave trade, the publicntion of 
which called the attention of Wilberfiuce • 
to the subject, and made him at once a co- ' 
laborer and leader in the ca so. Ji is u.s ’ 
follows: :

Mv Worthy Fi.irNo: — J nin ycl mosilv confined ■ 
to my bed room. I am seriously ill. The severe . 
fall I hud some time ago hus shattered me much,! 
and, with other disorders, at the great ajit of nghtij' \ 
etx, leaves me no hope of ultimate recovery. But 
1 thank God that the good cause is in such good 
hands: that though 1 die, it wilt go on to triumph. 

It will be under God's providential care. I am 
assured that the finger of God has long been work- : 
ing for ue; and that the days of Slavery urc nmn- , 
bered. I am pleased to hear that you have receivcil : 
iny manuscript, but much more pleased that you 
are satisfied witli it. 

When 1 began to take up tlu* great cause, I was 
only25 yoarsold;and I look it up, not knowing 
any who would assist me in it; and I worked my 
way for two years, in a measure alone, before 1 
began extensively to associate others w’ith me.— 
By this lime, a committee was formed, ten of whom j 
were Friends. 1 came lo know Mr. Wilbcrforce. 
I'hen he engaged in the work, ami we bt-gan to 
move as a b^y. My history of the Abolition ul : 
the Slave Trade will tell you of all that took place 
till tlrut time, relative to the ndvancemeut of tho | 
cause; and one of my manuscripts will inform 
you of our succeeding labors; and the second will ' 
unfold to you the h story of the Abolition of Slu- ; 
very. So that you havu now, in your possession, 
the origin and progress of our endeavors in that 
holy cause up to the present, to forward wlticli ' 
I have written ab^nt 120 books and pamphlets. 

I am only sorry that, in tho three manuscripts i 
sent to you, I was obliged, so often, lo mention 
iny own name; but 1 could not help it, for I was I 
ill every department where work was to be don**, | 
either as a committee maii.or sub-commiUee man, ! 
or as an author, ora traveller; on public os well I 
us on private depntations ; as an orator ut public! 
meetings, or as correspondent not only for Eng- I 
laud, Scotland and Wulcs,bul for foreign parts al- j 
so. Indeed I cannot say what my einpluvnients ^ 
were, but I was here, there, and every where, and | 
every hour, as the cause required. I am only 
thankful that God has spared my life, so as lo h ive 
made me useful to our sacred cause, and to Imvt 
lived so long as to bo assured that there will not be 
wanting proper persons to carry it on. 

Ail do not possess the time which I had. I wai- 
never in ony trade, profession or business, us ma- 
ny others. All my lime was my own — so (hut 1 
have been al liberty for sixty-one years to go j 
where I p cased to ser%'e our oppressed fellow-' 
creatures. My medical attendants have now crip- i 
pled my wings, forbidding me to engagu further in ; 
public affuirs, and lo do but little in (he way ol , 
correspondence, and to give myself up to quiet. — 
To this niy family tell me I must submit, anJ I: 
only give up my labors because, in fact, I can | 
labor no longer. 1 shall bo pleased to hear that 
you bave received my last, which is enclosed.

2. The next elements, which we notice in 
the nature of the Jevvisli servitude, is ihtil j 
each servant had security of person, seen red 
to him by law. As an example see Cxod. 
21; 26, 27. Moses fretjuenlly d divered; 
general laws in the form of particular ex- 
amples; and alliiough here, only the eye* 
one of the most valuable organs, ami 
the tooth, one most easily tiispensud 
with, are meulioued, yet it is clear llKit; 
all other organs of intermediate value arc ' 
included; and mutilation m every form is 
forbidden on penalty of li singtho services 
of his servant, though he might have paid 
a sum of money for his services to a stip- 
ulated time. 

The master then, was punishetl for any 
maltreatment of the person of the .servant. 
The above statute, loge her with the siai-j 
ule in Deut. 23; 15, 16, released the servant ' 
from snch a muster, thereby punisliing 
him for snch ofleocc, and socurcti tlic 
servant against a second infliction of mal- ; 
treatment. '1 he person t>f tin* servant' 
was as sacredly guarded as that of any I 
other person of the nation; wlietlier he; 
was a Jew or a Gentile; for he might be j 
either. \ 

“Ye shall have no manner of law, as 
well for the stranger, ns for one of your 
own country.” Lev. 24; 22. 

“But the stranger that dwelleth with 
you shall be unto you as one brirn among! 
you, and thou slioli love him as liivself.*'! 
Lev. 19: 34. ' ' 

“Cursed be he that pervertelli the judg - 1 
ment of the stranger, fatherless, and 
widow: and all the people shall say,' 
Amen.” 

So sacredly guarded was the person of, 
the servant, that the master wa.s put to 
death as quick for tlie killng of a servant, 
where there was evidence of w ilful mur- 
der, as for the killing ofany freeman. Sec! 
Exod. 21: 12-2D. Read ihcs.* pas.sages; i 
Also “Whosoever kilielh any jicrson^ the 
murderer ^all be put to death by the, 
hand of wilnosses. * * * Morever. ! 

ye shall take no satisfaction for ibe life of 
a murderer, he shall be surely put to deatli. 
So shall ye not po lute the land wherein 
ye are: for blood it defileth the !:md: and 
the land cannot be cleansed of the blood 
that is shod therein, but by the blood of 
him that shed it. Num. 35: 30-33. ; 

Under this head of personal security, 
we may notice the cmel perversions that ; 
have l^en given to the 20lh and 21sl 
verses of the 21st chapter of Exodus. — 
“And if a man smile Ids servant or his 
maid, with a rod and he die under his 
hand; he shall surely be punished'* — i.e. 
with death, according to ihn above rule,' 
ver. I2th. “Nolwiihslanding,” or but,“ifi 
he continue a day or two, he shall not be 
punished:” 1. e. with, or to the amount of 
death, “for he is his money.’’ 

Some suppose this passage teaches, that 
among the Jews, Slavery c.xisied ; that 
man held his fellow man a.s properly, dis- 
posed of at pleasure like other property; 
and because of this property claim, the 
master was not to be punished if lie killed 
his slave. | 

Now this passage means no s«ch thing; 
and is a plain case as every person may 
see. ' 

And 1. Every man knows, that in the! 
sight of God, it is just as wrong to kill n 
slave as a freeman. “He that shcduih 
mans blood (wdietber slave or freeman) | 
by man shall his blood be shed. “Thou; 
shall not kill.” “lie that kUleth a.w man 
shall surely be put to death:” whether 
the object of rage be bond or free; is iho: 
command of God. Our civil law recog* i 
nizes the act as criminal the slaying of, 
a freeman; and if enfurceJ w’ould assur*! 
cdly inflict the same penalty. I 

2. The Jewish luw’, like ours, looked 
at the intention of an act; Judging of it 
by circumstantial evidence. »Suc Num. 
35: 20-23. Deut. 19. There, if tho man- 
slayer used an “instrument ot iron,” or 
“a slone,” or “a hand w'eapon of wood,*’* 
and if he thrust him with Imtrcd, that lie 
die, he was adjudged a murderer; the cir- 
cumstances proving an intent to kill. Jhii 
in the present case, llic mos'er could not 
be regarded as a wi‘ful murderer. He 
had not intent to kill ; as appears first from 
the fact that the servant (JmI not di<? umh r 
his hand. Had he intendeci l(» kill him, he, 
would have beat him to death at once. — 
Secondly, the kind of insimmciU employ- 
ed favored the same coii<lnsion. Hal 
he used “an in.strumcnt of iron." or “a 
Slone,” or “ a hand weapon of wood,” in- 
stead of a “rw/,” {^shebet — small stick. Isu. 
28: 27,) there would have been (?vidence 
of intent to kill. Thirdly, the i'ervaiit 
“w-as Ills money;” not literally j.ieces of 
silver, but the source (*f n.o uy, or 
the services of whom he had paid inoney 
U wu'. considered, improbable that a man 
Would destroy his own souic.'s of gain.— 
t^hen the phrase “his money,” is her: 
used, not to teach that the muster h d a 
right to beat to death his slave b.caus,: 
no waa lus money, nor even right to pun-

Andl'jasiany might suppose, 
that the life of a servant was clu-apened 
by till* fart llial ho was a servant, God. 
h!e-;<cd be his Imlv name, sediilnusly guar- 
ded th ‘ servant's life against passiem and 
danger; and in the 20 ver c deciares ngaiu 
that the same general priiu'iple of {lealli 
fiir fleath. shall be eiiforcv'd ; there being 
evidetuM* of intent to kill. 

Hut in the next v« rse lie Fays if the 
servant “continue a day or two.*’ with 
other circum.s'ances slmwing that the 
master had not intent to kill, then he sliall 
not be jiiinished, with death, a cording 
to the general rule previously laiil dow n. 

(2) lie was punished for any cruel treat- 
ment of his servant. Tliis is clear from 
verses 26 and 27. whore the master was 
punished with the loss of his servant, if 
lie so much ns nocked out his tooth, or 
maimed liU btxly in any w'av. 

It is not true then that “a very consid- 
erable degree of severity, might lie prac- 
tised by masters under Old Testament 
limo.s.*’ 4'hc law did not so uTiich as lol- 
craicsiich a thing; verse 20 and 27, lml 
immediately look the .servant from a mas- 
Icr whoshould 'nflicllhe 1 msi cruelty upon 
his servant, and punished him in so doing. 
Deut, 27:19. Lev. 24:22 [irove also that 
he was punished. 

'I’hcii in the 2 1st verse, by the phrase he 
shall not bepnnished, it is iiianif<*st wo are 
to un>lerila.id, that he was not to be pun- 
ishcfl u'n/i draih^ according to the prece- 
ding rule, on account of ih.; circnns'ancps 
tiint he had no intent to kill; and 
not*hecause hi.s slave was his money. 1 
have dw'eli on the al»ovc passage, because 
I know it is a stumbling bloc*k to many, 
lender this head we may notice a lother 
passage siqiposed by some to ho a licence 
for compulsory and rigorous servltude;lt is 
Lev. 25:23. “Those shall not rule over 
/.I7i (i. c. a poor, afllicted Jew reduced by 
some inisforfnno to poverty, verse 39, and 
had to sell liiinself for a sustenance for 
himselfan<i family vers'‘4I,) **wiih rigor 
hut shall fear thy God.” Hccaiise it is 
sai<l here that no one should rule over the 
j)oor Jew with rigor, it i.s inferred (l),lhat 
they might rule the poor heathens ervanl 
wilii rigor; mid (2). beeause it is tt) hold 
the poor Jew a< a bondman, but tliat he 
should be, to his brother Jrw as a hireling 
or sojourner, that tlio bondman might be 
held as a slave — jiroperty worked without 
con()Cii*<atioii. 

In reforence to the first inferenw?, "it is 
like the Jews in the days our of Savior, in- 
feringihat tliey might hale their enemies, 
because tho law' required tii *111 to love 
tlieir neighbors. Or, as though one shouhl 
now infer, that he is jualifurd in cursing! 
his friend, because tlic Savour said, “pray 
(or them that dispilcfnlly use you.” 

Hocanso we are enjoined to bestow* mercy 
uponone poor man, it does not follow* ilial 
wc may heap oppression upon unollicr who 
is equally iniu-cent. 

In reference to the second inference, 
drawn from lhc40tii verse.becau.se the poor 
Jew' who was an adult and not a minor that 
lie might be houiul; and because he to gel 
bread to eat for him and his fami y, had 
sold himself, (for so the original w'ord 
vmimkar imports: and he had no cririi but 
that of being poor, having fallen in decay, 
and might not be sold by the judges.) and 
bccaus* he is required not to be held sub- 
ject to Ills masters house hold, or domestic 
relations as a bound servant is, but per- 
milled to be w ith his family for their good, 
and lliiisbe liken hireling or .sojourner; 
and because lie migh receive daily wages 
ns n hireling, for ilie wants of his poor 
familv, does it follow iliat one who is held 
in a difierent relation, must therefore be a 
slave; and without any compensation for 
hi.s toil! L'*t us try it. .My neighbour is 
a blacksmith; he has a boy hound to him; 
lie also wants a house built, or fence 
made. He hires a carpenter to come and 
work for him. Every night the carpenter 
returns liome to his family, having recei- 
ved hisd.fily wages. and with it provides for 
the necessities of his family. 

The hound boy stays. Is subject to ihe 
rules of family, is required to, do nil do- 
mestic labours, learns a trade, is educated. 
At the end of the bond service, receives 
a set of tools, liorse, saddle and bridle; 
.and being mounted, rides off free as llie 
air lliat bore on its bosom the sweet tones 
of the Jubilee, Dues it follow that because 
during his bond service, he sustained n 
diflerent relation than that of the carpen- 
ter, he was therefore a slave? Every bo<ly 
says no! Nor doesi: follow, that because 
the bondman sustained a dilTerent relation 
limn tho poor Hebrew, that he was there- 
fore a slave, as wc have and shall yet fur- 
ther show. And if it be true that no Jew, 
might bo held in the re'alion of a bond- 
servant. still it dose not follow* that the re- 
lation of a bon<l servant must therefore be 
lliat of a slave. 

Tho pa«.age.s first cited, show that pej*- 
soiial secur.iy was secured to the servant: 
the objections raised do not militate against 
the truth, but harmonise wi'h it. And 
thus every part of (»od’s word may be 
made to liarnionise with his character, 
whieh i.s love. 

4'liink not llicn, <h*nr readier, that tlio 
Hil)le is a throne fromw*hieh we may re- 
ceive power to enslave man ; a forge where 
wc may find chains to liind him; and a 
stornhousc whore wc may gather rods to 
l)(‘at him. 

No! the Gml of the Hible loves his poor 
;in I lias evinee I it in his ho'y wonl. An ! 
wIk ‘11 hii profe'S; ! mini -tors come to 
YOU. with hands wreaking with hlood, and 
ilibles lahelled with oppression, hear them 
iif>f, Teev arc false |‘ropliols. “cryiiu 
poach, leMcewIien there is no peace." — 
And whilst ih -y would “.si-w pillows iimler 
the armholes” < f .some, they bind cliuins 
upon tlie Imnds of others.

Now. ifw<! add together 
ihe lime as rdiove slitiwn, we shall find 
that tin* l)o:idmanhad more than one third 
of liis lime for religious piirp )ses; and 
eoi)seqm*ntly ahstenauco Irom toil for his 
ina>tor. Some compute tw«*iiiy three years 
out of ev*;ry fifty. T<» tim above may be 
addeil minierou.s local feasts; siieh ns 
those of marriages, and of circumeision. 
of eovciiaiils; all slnaving. that even as a 
bond service, it was the mildest «:vcr reg- 
ulatcil by law. 

Lf*l there ho a law jiassed, requiring 
our slaves to be liehl to the same kind of 
s TV ice as the .Irwisli hoivl-servant. and 
Slavery will soon (east*. I’rtipcrty ten- 
ure in man, and involuntary servitude, 
will not bo known. N<*n«* wouhl be I Mind 
going to tile Jfiblu for a sy.slem ol Sla- 
very. 

•Man already, with our [ircseiit heavy 
exaction of labor, witliout allowing llie 
slave* a week to celebrate the glory of 
God. or a month for eduention, are b 'gin- 
ning to see that Slavery is without profit. 

Those of tiic remaining Canaanites. on 
w’bom Su'omon is said to have “levied a 
tribute of bond service.” Isa. 9:20— 21, who 
were national servants, liad still more of 
iheir time; two third-s. “A moutli they 
w’ere in JiCbanon, and two monllis at 
home.*’ 1 Kings, 5:14. 

4. Another riglit secured to th • servant, 
was the right to acquire and ilisburse 
proper. y. Pacts w*ill show that this right 
was protected by law. and not a mere 
graUiiiy of the master as with our slaves. 

I'lie r.ase of the servant rocordiid in 
Lev. 55;47, is in point. Here wc are lohl , 
that tlie servarF sold himself, and in verse] 
51st, we are loM he might, according to 
the statue of the land, redeem hitiHulf “o ii 
of the money that he wai bought for.’* — 
'Plus money he must have owned, and that 
under protection of law, or lie couM not 
legally have redeemed himscll. And ro- 
member, tliis money w*as not earned by 
the consent or permis-^ion oi tlie masler. 
nor was he redecmerl only with tho con- 
sent of the master; the law [irovidcil, that 
.so soon as ihe .servant could transfer to 
the master un cquiv uleiit, he should go 
fice. 

Ziba, Ihe servant of Messhiboslieth, 
gave to David when bo wa' fleeing, asses, 
a great quantity of bead, and Iruil lor hi.? 
army. 

Elisli.a seems to have expected Gehazi, 
to liavc e.xpended what lie received from 
Naaman. as his own; for ••olivo-yurds. 
vineyard, sheep, ox n, nien.servants and 
maidservants ” 2 Kings 5:22-26. 

'I'he c.nse of the servant as reconlcd in 
•Math. 18:23,85, has been employed by 
some, to prove the existence of Slavery, t 
Hut this the plainest ease possible, I o show , 
that tho servant was not a slave, but a 
ficcholder. The servant says to bis mas- 
ter or employer, “have patience with me, 
and I will pay ihcc all.” How* could the 
servant do so, unless he was a freemen, 
that he might accumulate means with 
which to pay liie <lebt? 

Again, tlie fact 0 !' bis suing those who; 
were debtors to him. is evidence that bolli 
were recognised as fre 'men, having rights 
of property secured to them bylaw*, o her 
wise lliey might not sue and be sued. — ’ 
Both he, and his fellow servants, were 
recognised in law* as property liolders. 
i 5. They liad a right to religious instruc-i 
lion. 'I liis w*as secured to them by law*.. 
This WU.S the business of the “Leviieswho 
went about through all the cities of Judah, | 
and taught the people.” 2 Cliron. 17:9.: 
sec also, Deut. 31:12. ' 

Is this secured by law to our servants?: 
or is there in some of our states, Iaws< 
forbidding that the slave sha'l be taught to 
! read even the word of God, under heavy 
penalties! and in all slave states a custom 
or common law forhiddiug their instruc- 
tion. U e make them to liavo “eyes anti 
see not,” aye, ears and hear not, even on 
sabbath, wlien their services are demand- 1 
j ed ul liome, either to cook, or to take care 
i of the stock. Christaiii, aye. Patriot or 
Philanthropist, will you longer be silent,! 
wink at, and give your sanction to laws* 
tliat shut from the poor slave, even the 
privilege of the word of salvation, will 
you chain their bodies to wearisome toil,, 
and then send llieir souls to perdition, 
through ignorance and vice? Forbid it 
conscience. Forbid it Heaven.

, often entrusted to their hands; as in the 
case of Adrahani’s servant, who was s.iil 
to select a w ife for Isaac. 

In a word, they were memhers of the 
family, living in the same iiouse, partaking 
at the same tabic, ami at tbc same feasts, 
just as bound ebiidren now' arc. And this 
, ts the condition, or relation of servants! 
now in Asiatic nations. 

Lastly. Entire liberty was secured to 
them. U'beiher llii.s bond service cmleil ■ 
at tlie end of six years, (they all being! 
circumcised, and thereby adopted JewsA| 
or whether iiended at the year ol’ Jubilee, 
cer aln it is, that at tliat lime, all who were 
bound went free. Lev. 25:10, “Ve shall 
proclaim liberty throughout ail the land.' 
and yc shall return every man to his po.s-, 
s*'ssion, and every man to his fnmily.*’ — ' 
This point wc have fully established in our 
third number, la either case, iba master 
only bad a lease bold title lo service fin* a 
limited pc:rioil of lime. Properly tenure , 

, in man, one of the elements of Slavery, 

' fiiti not exist. 

In all those cases wc .see most clca- ly 
that tlie servant or bondman was regard- 
ed a? liaviiig na nral riglus: and thesei 
riglits wore generally guarded and pro-, 
tecled with those of tho Jew, both by 
specific and general statutes: and w*c close 
•.hi.s point, by oo’i' ing som : of these gon- 
oral laws. “Yc shall linve one manner of 
I law, as wf*ll for tlic sfrnn^er as for o:ie of 
yonr own ronnlry. Lev. 24 ;22. “The 
stranger that dwelletli with yon, shall be 
u ilo you a- one bom among you ; ami thou 1 
shall love htiii as lliysolf,*' L;v. 10:3 1. — 
“Cursod be lie that porverlo’h llic jutlg 
ment of the srra:igor.*’ **1 will be a swift 
w*iincss against those that turn asi !e tiic 
stranger fro u his rights.” Matt. 3:5. 

Now, many of tlie lx n I servants w*c:o 
of llio.se strangers — ‘Tlml do sojourn a- 
moiig your ‘ ’ wliioh they begat in 

your land.” Lev. 25:45. \el fiji* thos , 
as for the Jew. there w*as one law*. Now 
if the Jew liail a right to liherty, a right 
; to personal si onriiy, a right io compens.i- 
tion fui* his labor. tlu*n the bmul servant 
from among the heathen had, and the Jew' 
(hire not deprive liim of these rights by
